Paternity Suit Holding Up 
Ex-Dictator's Extradition 


MIAMI, Fla. OB— A paternity 
suit appeared today to he the 
only barrier holding up return 
of Marcos Perez Jim enez, for­ 
mer Venezuelan dictator, to his 
homeland to face trial for em ­ 
bezzlement. 
The U. S. State Department 
announced yesterday that Per­ 
ez Jim enez, accused of em bez­ 
zling more than 13 m illion dol­ 
lars in public funds, would be 
extradited. A chartered plane 
was sent from Caracas to take 
him home. 
It was the first tim e the 
United States approved extra­ 
dition of a former chief of gov­ 
ernm ent and it clim axed a le­ 
gal fight lasting more than 
four years. 
Perez Jimenez, however, re­ 
mained in federal custody in 
the Dade County jail where he 
has been since Dec. 12, 1962. 
while his attorneys explored 
every legal avenue of escape.

He assessed damages against 
United Aircraft Corp., which 
produ ced 90 per cent of plane 
propellers at the time. The 
award went to Mrs. Ru th M. 
Niel, Ridgewood, N. J.. mother 
of three girls. Her hu sband 
was among those killed in the 
crash.

As for fringe benefits—Hard­ 
castle noted that the tu nnel 
might make the bridge and its 
approaches eligible for federal 
fu nds by ty ing it into the fed­ 
eral interstate highway sy stem. 


Hardcastle hopes that su ch 
fu nds cou ld be u sed to widen 
the present Marina approach to 
the bridge to eight lanes, thu s 
opening 
another 
bottleneck 
which wou ld aid another seg­ 
ment of Marin commu ters. 


The tu nnel was proposed by 
San Francisco su perv isor Wil­ 
liam C. Blake and approv ed by 
a board v ote of 
7 -4. If 
con­ 
stru cted, it wou ld ru n from 
Golden Gate 
A v e n u e and 
Franklin streets to the Marina 
Bridge approach in back of the 
Palace of Fine Arts. Its sou th­ 
ern end wou ld u ltimately bring 
cars to the Panhandle Free­ 
way .

Among the points McNam­ 
ara made: 
The United States has nu­ 
clear superiority, is determin­ 
ed to maintain it and to 
achieve that “we maintain a 
total number of nuclear war­ 
heads, tactical as well as stra­ 
tegic, in the tens of thou­ 
sands.” 
In very large weapons, the 
Soviets appear now to have 
some advantage in technology, 
but not in delivery ability. 
The Soviets have no missile 
at tills time which will deliver 
a 
100-megaton 
warhead 
to 
ICBM ranges although 
even 
under a test ban, the Soviets 
could elect to develop such a 
missile. 
The United States prefers to 
rely on smaller megatonnage 
bombs used in multiple num­ 
bers father than build giant­ 
sized weapons. However, “the 
United States, without a n y 
further testing, can develop a 
warhead with a yield of 50 to 
60 megatons” for delivery by 
its B-52 bombers. 
“It is clear that the Soviets 
do not have anything like the 
number of missiles necessary 
to knock out our Minuteman 
force, nor do they appear to 
have any present plans to ac­ 
quire such capability.” 
McNamara said “the net of 
the relevent factors is that the 
U.S. nuclear 
force is mani­ 
festly superior to the Soviet 
Union’s. 
“The U.S. force now contains 
more than 500 missiles—Atlas, 
Titan.

Most of them are in 
body and fender shops. Two 
are currently in the appren­ 
ticeship program. 
6. Plasterers and cement ma-! 
sons: About 45 of a member-1 
ship of 120 cement masons are 
Negroes. One Negro is on ap­ 
plication for membership as a 
plasterer. There are about 30 
plasterers in the union. 
7. Hodcarricrs and general 
laborers: About half of the 
total 
membership is 
Negro 
•its a carry-over from the old 
shipyard days.” according to 
secretary-treasurer Ken Mosh­ 
er. Two-thirds of the Negro 
membership lives outside the 
county. 
(A poll taken by the Marin 
I,abor Council in i960 showed 
that slightly less than one- 
third of the union members 
working in the county lived 
outside Marin. Fifty per cent 
of those living outside the 
county cited the high cost of 
homes and rentals. One and 
one-half per cent said they 
were refused a home by real 
estate salesmen because they 
were from a minority race.) 
8. Teamsters: About 30 of a 
total membership of 1.500 are 
Negroes. “ Most work in ga­ 
rages washing and lubricating 
cars. Few are drivers.” accord­ 
ing to Frank .Jannison. busi­ 
ness representative and vice 
president. 
3. Electricians: There are no 
Negro members, although the 
union local had one long-time 
Negro member who now works 
elsewhere, according to Nick 
Frye, business manager 
10. Barbers: There are no 
Negro members. The only re­ 
quirement for membership is a 
valid state license, according 
to secretary Manuel Martin. 
“ We never have gotten any ap­ 
plications.” 


11. Plumbers a n d pipefit­ 
ters: There are no Negro mem­ 
bers. Total membership in Ma­ 
rin is about 250. “ We never 
turned any down. They just 
haven’t come around,” accord­ 
ing to A1 Stagnaro, business 
representative. 
Edwin W 
Ayer, manager 
for the State Department of 
Employment office in San Ra­ 
fael. says that “ only a few” 
Negro office and sales workers 
register at his office. “ Most 
go over to the city.” 
Wages are higher and jobs 
more plentiful in Marin for 
domestic workers who come 
over from Richmond and Val­ 
lejo. “ But the wages w ill not 
suooort their living here.” he 
said. 
The cost of living is also cit­ 
ed by Daniel F. Decdy. execu­ 
tive 
director 
of the 
Marin 
County Real Estate Board Inc . 
for the small number of Ne­ 
groes living outside of Marin 
j City. 


“It’s a matter of econom­ 
ics. Most can’t afford the 
average cost of a home In 
Marin.” The average cost Is 
between 828,000 and $30,- 
000, according to Deedy. 


Decdy says it is the indivi­ 
dual or seller, not the real es­ 
tate broker, who controls the 
sale of a home. 


Also voicing opposition to 
the fair housing bill passed by 
the state legislature is the Ma­ 
rin County Apartment Ow ners 
Assn. 
Mrs. Hazel Thole, a director 
of the association, puts it this 
way: 
“ You have a 42-unit apart­ 
ment building You have loan 
payments and u tility hills to 
meet each month. If you rent 
to a Negro you w ill have 41 
vacant apartments Who is go­ 
ing to pay the bills'’ ’* 
Mrs. Thole said that she had 
polled apartment houses and 
found that “ better than 50 per 
cent of the tenants” would 
have moved out if the apart­ 
ment had been rented to a 
Negro.

More Apparent Than Real 


By no means su rprisingly , a good 
many Marin residents find it h ard to 
follow ju st wh at recently h appened 
concerning th e Tibu ron incorporation 
proposal for wh ich petitions are now be­ 
ing circu lated. 
Cau se of th e confu sion wh ich spread 
ev en among cou nty su perv isors was ac­ 
tion of th e Marin Cou nty Bou ndary 
Commission in disagreeing 
w i t h th e 
bou ndaries as proposed by th e wou ld-be 
incorporators, following wh ich th e peti­ 
tioners 
declined th ese 
findings and 
started circu lating th e petitions. 
Su perv isors, seemingly faced with a 
dilemma th ey migh t do someth ing to re­ 
solv e, were told to sit q u iet for th e time 
being. Th eir fu nction will dev elop later. 
“W h at goes on?'’ was a logical pu blic 
reaction, complicated by th e rev elation 
th at dou ble tax ation migh t get into th e 
pictu re someh ow. 
To start from th e misu nderstood 
issu e of dou ble tax ation and work back ­ 
ward, a necessarily simplified h eadline 
in th e I-J say ing th at “Tibu ron Cou ld 
Face Dou ble Tax ” led to a conclu sion 
th at su ch wou ld h appen. It won't. Au ­ 
ditor-Controller 
M i t c h e l l mentioned 
th at since th ere are sev en tax ing dis­ 
tricts in th e proposed area, action migh t 
later be necessary in order to av oid 
dou ble tax ation th at's all, th ere wasn't 
any more. 
Su perv isor Peter Beh r su mmed u p by 
say ing th at th is was “a problem we face 
if incorporation is su ccessfu l'’ wh ich is 
not at all to say th at th e problem can't 
be readily solv ed. 
Mitch ell points ou t 
th at th e districts can reach reasonable 


solu tion, and u ndou btedly th ey will. 
Abou t th e difference of v iew as be­ 
tween th e wou ld-be incorporators and 
th e bou ndary commission, it sh ou ld be 
pointed ou t th at th ou gh th is is u nu su al, 
it is q u ite proper and noth ing to get ex ­ 
cited abou t. 
Th e commission comprises represen­ 
tativ es of sev eral departm ents and th ey 
sh ou ld represent th ese intelligently , not 
be a ru bber-stamp. Planning, for in­ 
stance, h as a telling point against th e 
proposed bou ndaries in th at th ere is a 
m atter of “corridor“ in from tidal lots 
to inclu de certain property . Th e lesson 
of Nov ato as to patch work resu lts is 
well worth remembering. Ev en as to 
tidal property , th ere may arise respon­ 
sibility for w ater policing. 
Bu t at th is stage th e wou ld-be incor­ 
porators are ou t for signatu res so natu r­ 
ally th ey seek to inclu de p r o p e r t y 
owned by pecple wh o fav or incorpora­ 
tion. Th at is perfectly legitimate. None­ 
th eless, th e criticisms of th e bou ndary 
commission sh ou ld be borne in mind be­ 
cau se later th e su perv isors will act and 
th ey may delete th ou gh not add areas. 
It will pay to get an ex cess of signa­ 
tu res. 
On th e gov ernor's desk awaiting sig­ 
natu re is legislation calling for an ov er­ 
all ev alu ation by some su per-body . Th u s 
th e bou ndary commission may be said 
to be fu nctioning in an intermediate 
stage, employ ing th e new ph ilosoph y 
th ou gh not able to ex ercise th e control 
wh ich later will come. Legislation isn’t 
retroactiv e and all concerned 
m u s t 
work u nder present ru les.

Tangle 
Tiburón Incorporation 
More Apparent Than Real 


By no means surprisingly, a good 
many Marin residents find it hard to 
follow just what recently happened 
concerning the Tiburon incorporation 
proposal for which petitions are now be­ 
ing circulated. 
Cause of the confusion which spread 
even among county supervisors was ac­ 
tion of the Marin County Boundary 
Commission in disagreeing w i t h the 
boundaries as proposed by the would-be 
incorporators, following which the peti­ 
tioners declined these 
findings and 
started circulating the petitions. 
Supervisors, seemingly faced with a 
dilemma they might do something to re­ 
solve. were told to sit quiet for the time 
being. Their function will develop later. 
“What goes on?” was a logical public 
reaction, complicated by the revelation 
that double taxation might get into the 
picture somehow. 
To start from the misunderstood 
issue of double taxation and work back­ 
ward, a necessarily simplified headline 
in the I-J saying that “Tiburon Could 
Face Double Tax“ led to a conclusion 
that such would happen. It won't. Au- 
ditor-Controller Mi t c h e l l mentioned 
that since there are seven taxing dis­ 
tricts in the proposed area, action might 
later be necessary in order to avoid 
double taxation that's all, there wasn't 
any more. 
Supervisor Peter Behr summed up by 
saying that this w as “a problem we face 
if incorporation is successful” which is 
not at all to say that the problem can t 
be readily solved. 
Mitchell points out 
that the districts can reach reasonable 


solution, and undoubtedly they will. 
About the difference of view as be­ 
tween the would-be incorporators and 
the boundary commission, it should be 
pointed out that though this is unusual, 
it is quite proper and nothing to get ex­ 
cited about. 
The commission comprises represen­ 
tatives of several departments and they 
should represent these intelligently, not 
be a rubber-stamp. Planning, for in­ 
stance, has a telling point against the 
proposed boundaries in that there is a 
matter of “corridor'' in from tidal lots 
to include certain property. The lesson 
of Novato as to patchwork results is 
well worth remembering. Even as to 
tidal property, there may arise respon­ 
sibility for water policing. 
But at this stage the would-be incor­ 
porators arc out for signatures so natur­ 
ally they seek to include p r o p e r t y 
owned by people who favor incorpora­ 
tion. That is perfectly legitimate. None­ 
theless, the criticisms of the boundary 
commission should be borne in mind be­ 
cause later the supervisors will act and 
they may delete though not add areas. 
It will pay to get an excess of signa­ 
tures. 
On the governor's desk awaiting sig­ 
nature is legislation calling for an over­ 
all evaluation by some super-body. Thus 
the boundary commission may be said 
to be functioning in an intermediate 
stage, employing the new philosophy 
though not able to exercise the control 
which later will come. Legislation isn’t 
retroactive and all concerned m u s t 
work under present rules.

It is not going to be enough 
for the White House to argue 
generalities and to assert how 
valuable the treaty is and how 
modest are the risks. It must 
document its assertions with 
solid fact. 
It is not enough for the op­ 
ponents of the test ban to 
rant that any treaty with the 
Soviets Is bad. The test ban 
isn't just any treaty; it is a 
specific treaty with specific 
safeguards and purposes, and 
must be measured by what it 
contains. 


THE 
PR ESENT test 
ban 
signed last week was original­ 
ly proposed by President Eis­ 
enhower and re-initiated by 
P r e s i d e n t Kennedy. This 
means that it has high and 
honorable 
and 
non-partisan 
credentials. 
But the Senate 
must give it, more than pro 
forma examination. 
It is well that two-thirds of 
the Senate must be satisfied 
that this test-han treaty is 
good for the United States b e ­ 
fore approving it 
It should 
exercise its independent judg­ 
ment. 
So far, at least in their pub­ 
lic d e c l a r a t i o n s , President 
Kennedy. Averell Harriman, 
a n d o t h e r administration 
spokesmen 
have tended to 
rest their case for the treaty 
on authority. Yes, they say, 
the treaty is good; no, they 
say, it does not involve much 
risk; no, the Soviets w on’t 
gain on us by it; no, we w on’t 
be hurt. 
This kind of exposition is 
not adequate. The Senate de­ 
serves to have the facts and 
the judgm ents on which these 
yes-and-no answers rest.

NEW YORK t/P'— Self-polic­ 
ing versus government controls 
— an increasingly sore point in 
business-government

— is brought sharply into focus 
today by an official study of 
what makes the stock market 
tick 
Ilowr the question is finally 
settled is of great importance 
to investors, large and small— 
and by implication to other 
parts of the business world 
fearful of increased or pro­ 
posed government regulation. 
Stock ex changes and other 
handlers of securities think 
— as do leaders in many oth­ 
er industries — that since 
they are closest to t h e i r 
p r o b l e m s they are best 
equipped to regulate them­ 
selv es and stop or prev ent 
malpractice that bilks the 
stock-buy ing public. 
They point to recent tighten­ 
ing of their own rules and 
stepped-up vigilance. 
A special panel study of se­ 
curity marketing practices for 
the Securities and Exchange 
Commission holds — as appar­ 
ently do many government of­ 
ficials in other lines— that self­ 
regulation is fine but that the 
SEC should be given more pow­ 
ers to see that the policing is 
done, and along lines held by 
the government to be best for 
the investing public. 
The theme of the study 
seems to be that “ no busi­ 
ness is eager for regulation’’ 
and firm “ gov ernment ov er­ 
sight’’ is needed to see that 
the policing is done properly . 
Stock exchanges do consid­ 
erable policing of their mem­ 
ber brokerage houses and sev­ 
eral times of late have cracked 
down on rule infractions.

That’s a popular West Ber­ 
liners’ description of East Ber­ 
lin two y ears after the build- 
| ing of the anti-refugee wall 
that divides the city . 
The 
wall, 
built 
by 
the 
Communists 
on 
Aug. 
13, 
196 1, has not solv ed the sat­ 
ellite East Germans’ prob­ 
lems, nor has it helped sta­ 
bilize 
the 
regime 
as 
the 
Communists had hoped. 
It did halt the mass flood of 
refugees that threatened 
to 
bleed East Germany white. But 
East Germans still brave death 
almost daily to flee by every 
conceivable means. 
And the prison’s keepers— 
the police, soldiers and border 
guards—are escaping in ever- 
increasing numbers. 
Western officials say the 
Communists would risk the 
almost 
complete 
depopula­ 
tion of East Germany if they 
took the wall down now. 
Two y ears ago when the wall 
went up East Germans were 
fleeing to the West Berlin hole 
in the Iron Curtain at the rate 
of up to 100 an hour. 
In July , the last full month 
before the wall, 30,000 East 
Germans walked or rode across 
the East-West border. 
The wall along the 26-mile 
East-West Berlin border halted 
that mass flow. 
In the two 
y ears since the wall, 16,456 
refugees have managed to get 
to the West. 
The first y ear 
12,000 got out. Strengthened 
controls the second y ear cut the 
num ber to 4,456. 
But the number of escap­ 
ing soldiers and police has 
increased. The first y ear 4 00 
soldiers, border guards and 
policemen fled. The second 
y ear 904 . 
Only fear of r e t al i at i o n 
against their families and lack 
of opportunity keep most bor­ 
der guards from fleeing, de­ 
fectors hav e reported. 
Morale is said to be ex treme­ 
ly low because the soldiers 
are despised by civ ilians for 
guarding the wall. 
Pfc. 
Manfred 
Tucher, 
21. 
who fled to the U.S. Army ’s 
Checkpoint Charlie last month, 
said: “ No matter how crowded 
a train is no other passenger 
will take a v acant seat nex t to 
a border guard. 
“ I was stationed in East 


Berlin almost two y ears ago 
and nev er got to know a girl. 
They wouldn't talk to us. 
Outside of the men in my 
company I had no friends.” 


Pfc. Heinz Hegcr, 20, who 
also fled, said: “More than half 
of my unit would defect to the 
West in the first few day s if 
war broke out. 
They would 
not fight for the regime cr 
shoot at West Germans. 
At 
the most CO per cent are Com­ 
munists.” 
East German deserters say 
most border guards shoot to 
miss at refugees and even de­ 
liberately get bad scores in 
target practice to cover up. 
This would account for the 
fact that refugee after refugee 
gets safely to the West al­ 
though they often escape un­ 
der Eastern police gunfire. 


Howev er, some guards do 
shoot to kill. 
Since the wall 
6 5 refugees hav e died, 5 4 
try ing to reach West Berlin 
and 11 on the East-West Ger­ 
man border. 
It is believed the death toll 
is much higher but only 65 
deaths have been documented. 
Western officials say without 
doubt others have been killed 
in deserted areas or behind 
the wall at night when there 
were no ey ewitnesses. 
How many have been arrest­ 
ed try ing to flee is not known. 
Lt. Col. Martin Loeffler, who 
commanded an East German 
army regiment before he fled, 
estimated only one in 10 ref­ 
ugees gets through. 


Those who do get through 
use ev ery conceiv able tech­ 
nique. They hav e swum lakes 
and riv ers, broken through 
the wall in a Russian-made 
cus performer who crossed 
minefields on horse - drawn 
sleds. There was ev en a cir­ 
cus performer who crorssed 
on a 100 y ard-long cable 5 0 
feet abov e the ground. 
And then there are the tun­ 
nels. 
One 6 0-y ard tunnel that took 
fiv e months to build from East 
to West Berlin rescued 13. One

Strengthened 
controls the second year cut the 
number to 4,456. 
But the number of escap­ 
ing soldiers and police has 
increased. The first year 400 
soldiers, border guards and 
policemen fled. The second 
year 904. 
Only fear of r e t a l i a t i o n 
against their families and lack 
of opportunity keep most bor­ 
der guards from fleeing, de­ 
fectors have reported. 
Morale is said to be extreme­ 
ly low because the soldiers 
are despised by civilians for 
guarding the wall. 
Pfc. Manfred Tucher, 21, 
who fled to the U.S. Army’s 
Checkpoint Charlie last month, 
said: “No matter how crowded 
a train is no other passenger 
will take a vacant seat next to 
a border guard. 
"1 was stationed in East 


However, some guards do 
shoot to kill. Since the wall 
65 refugees have died, 54 
trying to reach West Berlin 
and 11 on the East-West Ger­ 
man border. 
It is believed the death toll 
is much higher but only 65 
deaths have been documented. 
Western officials say without 
doubt others have been killed 
in deserted areas or behind 
the wall at night when there 
were no eyewitnesses. 
How many have been arrest­ 
ed trying to flee is not known. 
Lt. Col. Martin Loeffler, who 
commanded an East German 
army regiment before he fled, 
estimated only one in 10 ref­ 
ugees gets through. 
Those who do get through 
use every conceivable tech­ 
nique. They have swum lakes 
and rivers, broken through 
the wall in a Russian-made 
cus performer who crossed 
minefields on horse • drawn 
sleds. There was even a cir­ 
cus performer who crorssed 
on a 100 yard-long cable 50 
feet above the ground. 
And then there are the tun­ 
nels. 
One 60-yard tunnel that took 
five months to build from East 
to West Berlin rescued 13.
